8AN FRANCISCO, April 2.—Un- 
der command of Capt, A. F. Bridgg 
of Belvedere, 133 men of the Thirty- 
seventh Engineers, said to be the 
first American regiment across the 
Rhine, and twenty-four casuals from 
various units, arrived in San Fran- 
cisco today to be demobilized. All 
of them were highly elated over get- 
ting back to their home city again, 
and they expressed their. joy in 
lusty shouts and cheers. 

Their happiness was visibly in- 
creased by a hot breakfast, served 

,them in the Red Cross ferry can-' 
teen by Mrs. Prentis Cobb Hale and 
her corps of capable lieutenants, 
and they made Market street echo in 
answer to their snouting as they 
were carried swiftly in big army 
trucks out to the demobilization 
camp barracks at the Presidio. 

The Thirty-seventh Engineer Reg- 
iment was organized at Fort Meyer, 
Virginia, in the early part of last 
year, to do electrical and mechani- 
cal work in France, and for a long 
while was the only unit of its kind 
overseas. It was not attached to 
any one division, wut covered the 
entire American front, one com- 


pany being attached to each corp 


September 16; in the iMeuse-Ar- 
gonne offensive, from September 26 
to November 11, and were with the 
American army of occupation from 
November 26 to January 9. 

Various companies of the regi- 
ment were several times under fire 
and the casualtres included about 
forty killed and 200 wounded.

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MODERN ADVANTAGES 


The San Francisco Call says 
that one advantage of the news- 
papers, swift communication and 
a fairly high level of education, 
is that the world’s rulers are not 
regarded so seriously and far 
more critically than they were in 
years gone by.
